adly. It isimpofhible, that France fhould 
poffels Spain ; by impoffible, I mean, incon-

fiftent with the Safety of the Confederacy, 
either with Refpeét to Strength or to Tradey 
and therefore I am of the Opinion, this War 
can never end, till Philip V. abdicates the 
Crown of Spin, or ts beaten out by Forte. 

I muft own, when it was talk’d of this 
Winter, that the King of France had_offer’a: 
for his Grandfon Pbilip V.: that he fhould 
quit the Spanifh Monarchy, and be content 
with Naples: i fay, 1 muft confefs, I was for 
taking it at the Word 4 for as Naples is but a 
fmail Equivalent for fuch a Cafe, and the 
Exchange would not bedifficult; fo the No- 
tions of the French Intereft in Naples being 
deftruftive to our Levant Trade, & lay na 
Weight upon. : 

The Trade to the Levant depends upon 
the Command of the Sea, the French are 


trong already in the Mediterranean, having 


the 
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the Port of Thoulon for their Naval Strength 
—And this will receive little or no Addition 
from the Neapolitan Conjunétion, whofe 
whole Force confifts ina few Galleys, which 
the French have no Want of -—— On the 
other hand, the whole Kingdom of Naples 
has not any Harbour fora Fleet, aeither can 
a Squadron of Frenek Men of War take up 
their Station there; fo that the Naval 
Strength of France would receive.no confi- 
derable Addition from’the Conjunétion of 
Naples. 

From thefe Confiderations } cannot help 
faying, 1 with the War in Spain was over, 
at the Expence of giving the Kingdom of 
Naples to Pbilig V- 

If the Fresh make fuch an Offer, and it 
be refus’d, then to me it foRows; that the 


~ War is carried on fingly for the Kiagdom of 


Naples, and J fhall not offend any body ia 
faying, that the Kingdom is not worth the 
2oth Part of the Blood and Treafure likely 
to be expended in the Quarrel; ‘tis a Tri- 
fle in its {elf, compar’d to the reft of the Spe- 
nifhb Monarchy, and J cannot think, any body 
would plead for the carrying on a War, fo 
bloody, fo expenfive, and fo in jt felf liable 
to Difafter, asthe War in Spain, for the bare 
maintaining the Appendix of that effeminate 
Nation. 

Again, *tis a Nation remote and inde- 
pendent; “tisa Country furrounded by the 
Sea, except on the Side where it adjoyns to 
the Dominions of Tufcazy and the Pope 3 ’tis 
not a Place, from whence the French can 
foqn anyEncroachments or Javafions on their 
Neighbours, they cannot fal} out here a- 
bout Limits and Dependencies ;. there will 
be ao proper Objeéts here for the Ambition 
and eyftomary Violences; nor can this little 
King of Waples receive any coniiderable Sup- 
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World. 


I do not fay the French King has offer’d 
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plies immediately from France for any En- 
terprize, but what muft be by Sea, andcon- 
fequently be open, and give Warning tothe 
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this Preliminary,but I may fay, Iwifhthere i" 


were no other Obfiruétioms ia the Way of | 
a general Peace, and that all che reft of the 


Spanifh Monarchy were furrendred to the 
Confederates, or put into the Pofleffion of: 
King Charles II]. On that Condition T 
fhould think ita very cheap Purchace, and 
as a great Goneral’s Maxim was, when the 
Enemy retreatsto make rhem a Silver Bridge 
togo upon; I fhould thing the Kingdom 
of Naples a very cheap Sacrifige to the inex- 
prefible Blefling of Peace. 

I knew forme tellus, the War is at an 
End, France is reduc’d, his Power broke, 
and that one Campaign more will mak- him 
difgorge Spain, Naples, and every thing 
elfe I heartily wifh it may be true—— 
Butas it was Cafar’s Rule, never to defpife 
am Enemy, fo I cannot think France an Ene- 
my to be defpis’d. Security in War is the 
moft certain Fore-runner of Difafter, and I 
would not run fafter at home, than our Ar- 
mies can do abroad—The Jate Turn of A& 
fairs in Spaig isno {mall Signalto us, that 
nothing can beyet certain in thofe Affairs ;. 
if I.were fure there could be. no Difafter 
on the Rhine or Danube, no Gotbick Inunda- 
tion, no early Surprize on the unprovided 


Empire, I fhould believe fomething more of- 


it, than yet [can be perfwaded to : But this 
I am fure, that to bring off potent Branches 
of the French Power, fuchas thefe of Bavaria 
and Spain, of which I have been difcourfing, 
is the dire&teft, the fofteft, the cheapeft, 
and the moft lafting Method of clofing hap- 
pily this furious War. 
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I Have-heen fhowing, that “the Eafinels of 


the Poors obtaining Employment in Ege 


 Jand- makes it more reafonable to make Laws 


to oblige them to work, than to find it for 
them ; and how to do this alfo is not at ail 
remote from the Propofal. 

I am not forward cto put my-felf upon 
Projeéts, or make Schemes; but am ever 


liftening to fee the Pretenders to thefe 


things oblige the World with their Demon- 


- ftration.. 


' The former Houfes of Commons gaye all 
poflible Encouragement to fuch as could 


offer, or but pretend to offer,at this needful 


_ thing but the imperfeét Effays of feveral, 
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whether for private or publick Benefit, 1 do not 


attempt to determine, which have fince been 


made, and which have ebtain’d the Powers 
_and Conditions they have delir’d, have by 


all their Effe&s demonftrated the Weaknefs 


oftheir Defign; and. that they underftood 


not the Difeafe, or knew. not the proper 
Cure for it. 
_ And having furvey’d, not the Neceffity 
of a new A& of Parliament, but the Cop- 
tents of the A& which has been propos’d as 
a Remedy in this Cafe ; I cannot but offer 
my Objeétions againft the Sufficiency.of the 
Propofal, and leave it to the Confideration 
of all Men. 

humbly hope,the learned Gentleman ua- 
der whofe Direétion this Law is. now-to pro- 
ceed,and by whofeOrder it has been former- 
ly printed, will not think. himfeif perfonally 
concern’d in this Cafe; his Endeavours to 
promote fo good a Work, as the Relief, Em- 
ployment aud Settlement of the Poor, merit 
the Thanks and Acknowledgment of :the 
whole Nation, and no Man {hall be more 
ready to pay his Share of that Debt to him, 
than my felf. But if his Scheme happen to 
be fomething fuperficial, if he comes ina- 
mong the Number of thofe, who have not 
fearch’d this Wound to the Bottom; if the 
Methods propos’d are notfuch, as will an- 
fwer his own Defigns or the Nations, I cany 
not think my {elf oblig’d to difpenfe with 


my Duty co the publick Gadd, to preferve-- 
a perfonal Value for his Judgment, tho’ the 
Gentleman's Merit be extraordinary. 

Wherefore, as in all the Schemes J have 
feen laid for the Poor, and in this in parti- 
Cular,the general Thought of the Propofers 
runs Upon the employiog the Poor by Work- 
Houfes, Corporations, Houfes of Correai-- 
on,. and the like ; and that I think ie plain 
to be {cen, that thefe Propofals come vaftly 
fhort of the main Defign. This is offer’d as 
well to’ make good what is before alledg’d, 
Viz. That all thefe Work-houfes, .. tend 
to the Encreafe, and not the Relief of the 
Poor; asto make a Tender of mean, plain, 
and I hope, rational Propofals, for the mare 
effe&tual Cure of this grand Difeafe. 

Tn order to Sear this. great Chal- 
lenge I could be glad the Bills already 
pafs'd might be review’d, the Pra@ice of our 
Corporation-Hovfes, and the Contents of 
the now propos'd A@, examin’d. 

Inall chefe it will appear, that the Me- 
thed, chiefly propos’d for the Ensployment. 
of our Poor, is by fetting them to. work-on 
the feveral Manufa&ures mention’d jn a fer- 
mer Paper, as Spinning; Weaving, and ma- 
nufaGuring our Englifh Woo}. 

All our Werk-houfes lately ereéted in, Eng: 
land are in general thusemploy’d; for which, 
without enumerating Particulars, Jtumbly 
appeal to the Knowledge of the [everal 
Members of thefe Work-houfes, im their re- 
fpeftive Towns, where fuch Corporations 
have been ereéted. 

In the intended Aét, printed. fometime 
fince, with which perhaps the prefent may 
fomewhat correfpond, it appears, Ther in 
Order to fer the Poor to work, itfhall be Javofub 
for the Overfeers of every Town, oref one or 
more Towns joyn’d together, to rig td 
Trade, Myftery, Sc. and raife Stocks fort. 
carrying them on, for the fering the Poor to 
work, and for per bers Wool, Iron, Efemp, 
Flax, Thread, or ovber Materials for thes Pur- 
pofe. Vide, The A& pyblih’d by Sir

~ And that Charity given fu and fo, and aot 
exceeding 2001. per Annum for this Purpofe, 
fhall be incorporated of courfe fur fhefe Ends, 
In.crder now to come to the Cafe in Hand, 
itis neceflary to premife, that the thing now 
in Debate is noc the’ Poor of this or. that 
particular Town. The Houfe of Commons 
are ating like themfelves, as they are Re- 
prefentatives .of all the Commons in Eng- 
fand, “cis the Care of all the Poor in Eng- 
‘Vand that lies before them, not of. this or 
rand eet Body of the Poor.
